Town-Schools 
Agree To Cuts 


Town Council and the School Committee have 
agreed by consensus that 51 percent of the budget 
reduction for fiscal 1981-82 will be assumed by the 
schools and 49 percent by the town at a first-in-a- 
series of workshops Monday. 

Agreed To Cutback 

In another consensus at Monday's meeting, each 
group agreed to cutback the current fiscal budget to 
meet an anticipated $582,000 in car execise taxes ef¬ 
fective January 1st. 

According to the split, $297,000 must be cut from 
the school budget and $285,000 from the town 
budget. The School Committee last week nixed 
$100,000 from their current operating budget to help 
meet the anticipated car excise loss. 

Town Manager Richard J. Bowen and Council 
President Paul Fieldstad each advocated making the 
cuts with using as little of the town's free cash flow as 

P °Bowen said that the free cash account totals 
$900,000 at this time and may mushroom to $1.3 
million by next spring.

Council-School Board Meeting 
Draws Mixed Reaction

At their meeting last Tuesday, more discussion 
arose among School Committee members about the 
recently approved budget sub-committee. Chairper¬ 
son Jessie Fuller reintroduced the topic stating she 
.g “that all the committee members 
t on the same track in their feelings about this 
comittee." 

Mrs. Fuller stated that she had appointed Mrs. 
Rosemary Sandlin, Walter Balboni. in addition to 
herself to the three-member committee. Balboni ex¬ 
pressed his willingness to serve, but was concerned 
that he might miss meetings scheduled with ad¬ 
ministrators for work day hours when he could not 
get free to attend. 

Mrs. Fuller emphasized that this committee was im¬ 
portant and that meetings would be scheduled as 
much as possible when Balboni could attend: 

Purpose For This Sub-Committee 

Once again, Mrs. Venetta Snyder explained her pur¬ 
pose in proposing the formation of this committee. 

“I think this kind of a committee can serve in 
several areas, especially this year with all of the 
unusual cutbacks we will have to make,' 1 she pointed 
out. “Besides preparing for revision of policy and 
representing School Committee guidelines while 
discussing things with administration, it can be most 
effective in making the people of the community 
aware of what's taking place and in seeking their in¬ 
put." 

Mrs. Snyder stressed her belief that the committee 
should actively seek community input prior to mak¬ 
ing any cuts "to avoid confusion in the minds of all of 
us." 

Her suggestion for seeking community involvement 
was endorsed by fellow board members, though 
Walter Balboni expressed some reservations about 
the value of seeking blanket suggestions from 
parents. He, too, went along with Superintendent of 
Schools Louis Hebert's recommendation that viable 
options be explained to parents prior to asking for 
their feelings. 

Mrs. Sandlin stressed that she thought they should 
"consider what those who are paying the bills have to 
say even if we eventually decide we have to do other¬ 
wise." 

Richard Borgatti, who voted against the formation 
of this sub-committee, urged the chairperson to go 
forward with the appointments now that a majority of 
the board had approved it.

Town Streets 
Evaluated 


All Posted 


Agawam Superintendent of Public Works John P. 
Stone announced today that the department has 
recently completed an evaluation of all town streets. 
The evaluation consisted of a numerical rating of 
street pavement conditions. The results of the evalua¬ 
tion will be a major consideration when assigning 
priorities for future street improvement projects. 

The evaluation was conducted by Mark Bielinski, a 
Highway Division employee. Bielinski rated the 
streets numerically in ten different categories, each 
having a predetermined weighted value. The in¬ 
dividual categories are accumulated to determine a 
numerical rating for the condition of each street 
which can then be compared with ratings of other 
streets. 

The rating categories consist of several different 
problem areas. Four kinds of cracking, three types of 
pavement deformation, and three different surface 
conditions were inspected. Also, the streets were 
reviewed for drainage deficiencies and overall riding 
quality, a major consideration. Bielinski also noted 
other conditions along the streets which may require 
attention. 

Stone reports that in addition to its assistance in 
determining priority for repairs and improvements, 
the rating system will aid in determining the type of 
improvement or repairs that may be required such as 
crack filling, localized repairs (patching), seal coating, 
repaving or complete reconstruction. 

The objective is to choose the most economical 
method warranted in order to maintain the roadway 
structure and prevent further deterioration and more 
costly future repairs. 

Stone hopes to have the ratings repeated on a 
regular basis so that the results can also be used as an 
evaluation of the performance of the various repair 
methods that have been utilized. 

Stone stressed that the rating system, which was 
developed by the Asphalt Institute, will not be the on¬ 
ly consideration in determining roadway im¬ 
provements and scheduling. Consideration will con¬ 
tinue to be given to safety conditions, traffic volumes, 
wheel loads, soil conditions and scheduled utility con¬ 
struction. 


Agawam Department of Public Works Superinten¬ 
dent John P. Stone announced that the installation of 
signs posting legal speed zones on town street has 
recently been completed. These speed limit signs 
reflect the legally established speed zones and the 
program was developed with the assistance of Police 
Safety Officer Alfred Longhi. 

Sgt. Longi reported that the Police Department had 
been having difficulty at times obtaining convictions 
on speeding violations due to insufficient, improper 
or illegal signing. Stone confirmed that in some in¬ 
stances established speed zones were not signed or 
were improperly signed. On some streets, for exam¬ 
ple, speed limit signs had been installed which had no 
legal basis. 

All legally established speed zones have now been 
posted on the following town streets: Suffield, Mill, 
Springfield, Southwick, North Westfield, South 
Westfield, Pine, Bridge, Walnut, River, Maple, North, 
Cooper, Adams, School, and South. Many illegal 
speed limit signs have been removed. 

Stone advises that speed regulations can only be 
established through passage by the town with prior 
approval of the Massachusetts Dept, of Public Works 
and the Registrar of Motor Vehicles. Extensive 
engineering studies are required to establish safe 
speed limits. 

Road conditions are studied; safe speeds on curves 
are measured; stopping sight distances are con¬ 
sidered; current speed of vehicles using the streets are 
measured and mathematically analyzed; and accident 
distribution is studied. Finally, test runs are con¬ 
ducted over the street, both in the initial study and 
later as a recheck of the determined speed limits. 

A speed limit is set at what is considered a max¬ 
imum safe speed under the best driving conditions. 
Speed limit signs cannot be installed simply at a resi¬ 
dent's request to slow traffic down.

Safe Toy Awareness 
Urged For Holidays 


Toys must be selected with care since more than 
1,800 of them have been banned by the federal 
government. Consumers are reminded to shop for 
safe and reliable toys for the holidays. When making 
your selection, keep the child's age, interests, and 
skill level in mind. Evaluate the quality, design, and 
construction of each toy regardless of the age of the 
child to receive it. 

Be a label reader. Look for age guidelines. Insist 
upon other safety labels, such as "non-toxic" on 
painted toys or "flame retardant/flame resistant" on 
fabric products. 

Avoid toys of brittle plastic or glass that can be easi¬ 
ly broken and dangerous. Watch for sharp edges on 
wooden, metal or plastic toys. Discard plastic wrapp¬ 
ings immediately. 

Keep a sharp eye out for small removable parts, 
projectiles, and toys which may be fine for older 
children, such as chemistry sets, but may become 
dangerous in the hands of little ones.

On The School 
Budget Committee 

School Committee Chairperson Jessie 
Fuller should be commended for her im¬ 
plementing a special budget sub¬ 
committee to help the administration in 
assembling next year's budget. 

Recently the board voted 4-3 in favor 
of establishing the committee and at 
Tuesday's meeting Mrs. Fuller ap¬ 
pointed member Rosemary Sandlin as 
chairman of the three-member commit¬ 
tee. 

Member Walter Balboni and Mrs. 
Fuller form the remainder of the sub¬ 
committee. 

Realizing that the upcoming budget 
will be one where serious and hard deci¬ 
sions must be made by the school board 
concerning programs and personnel, 
Mrs. Fuller, and rightfully so, decided 
that the school board should be present 
when the administration assembles each 
individual aspect of the school depart¬ 
ment budget. 

"We want to be aware right from the 
beginning where the administration is 
heading, and to help the administration 
make decisions from the outset. We also 
want more community participation in 
the budget process," stated Mrs. Fuller. 

In the final analysis, the School Com¬ 
mittee, and not appointed officials, must 
answer to the electorate. 

Proposition 2 1/2 has created a situa¬ 
tion where people's jobs within the 
school system may be affected. The 
board should be the ones making the 
decisions from the beginning, and not in 
the latter stages. 

The new sub-committee is simply an 
extension of the entire seven-member 
board. Keeping informed is a deep 
responsibility of every elected officia 
and it's a good sign that the School Com¬ 
mittee will keep a close watch on a 
budget that, once completed, reflects on 
their ability to serve the children o' 
Agawam.

Moreno Criticizes 
Gallano Stance

I am responding to the recent Guest Editorial by 
Andrew C. Gallano. 

I now understand why it has become quite instinc¬ 
tive for the voters of Agawam to consider a mayor 
form of government. 

Makes Accusation 

In Mr. Gallano’s first paragraph he makes an ac¬ 
cusation that the present Town Council has been 
"operating contrary to the provision of the charter." 

Mr. Gallano has been responsible for the forming of 
our present charter, but, he doesn't even know its 
contents. He talks of a strong manager form of 
government. The charter without equivocation makes 
the council "supreme." 

Under Section 2-4, General Powers and Duties of 
the Council, it says, "Except as other prohibited by 
law or the Charter, all powers of the town shall be 
vested in the Town Council which shall provide for 
the exercise thereof and for the performance of all 
duties and obligations imposed on the town by law." 

He further states that "nowhere in the charter is the 
council given the right to undertake administrative 
decisions." It is obvious that Mr. Gallano has never 
attended but several of the 8 years of council 
meetings-How does he know what the council is do¬ 
ing? The meetings I attended as a councilor and all the 
meetings I have attended (some 90 percent of all the 
meetings), I have never heard either of the managers, 
the council presidents, nor the councilors ever over¬ 
step their bounds. 

Further, Mr. Gallano said-"I disagree with the 
council leadership that they should set the ad¬ 
ministrative policy." Mr. Gallano, Section 6-1 of the 
charter reads: "Except as otherwise prohibited by law 
or the charter, the Town Council may by ordinance, 
reorganize, consolidate, or abolish any existing town 
agency in whole or in part; establish new town agen¬ 
cies; and prescribe the functions of any town 
agenices." . 

So you see Mr. Gallano the council does'testablish 
the policy of any agency - and the manager must 
follow them. 

Council Hires and Fires 

Mr. Gallano, the council hires and fires the 
manager, h e is not an elected official, therefore he is 
an employee of the council. His job is to fulfill the bid¬ 
ding of the full council. The council votes its wishes 
and the manager’s job is to see that that bidding is 
done. ( 

Mr Gallano, you played a major role in the defeat of 
the Chief of Police position being placed in Civil Ser¬ 
vice. You manufactured the "big hoax" that was used 
to defeat Civil Service.

Chief Stanley Chmielewski of the Agawam Police 
Department today issued a "Crime Prevention Shopp- 
ing List- ' prepared by the statewide CRIME WATCH 
program. The information is designed to help local 
residents protect their property and themselves dur¬ 
ing the holiday season. 

'Let us not allow this happy time of year to become 
sorrowful," Chmielewski said. "Often the only dif- 
ference between a happy person and a sad person is 
common sense. It takes only a moment or two to 
avoid becoming a victim of crime by carelessness. 

Chief Chmielewski advises that when shopping: 

- .Always keep the car locked whenever and 
wherever it is parked, and pocket the keys. 

If it's necessary to leave packages in your car, 
put them in the locked trunk, out of sight. If you 
have a station wagon, put the packages on the 
floor and place a blanket over them. 

Park in a lighted area if at all possible. 

Keep packages under your control at all times, 
whether inside or outside of stores. 

Most important, shoppers should not put down 
their purses while looking at merchandise or 
buying groceries in supermarkets. 

Don't carrv large sums of cash. Bring only the 
cash needed for purchases.

Prepare an inventory of credit cards. (These are 
as good as cash to anyone who gains possession 
of them!) Most credit card companies hold the 
owner responsible for purchases made on them, 
until a lost or stolen card is reported. 

If you get a CB radio for Christmas mark it for iden¬ 
tification with your driver's license number, followed

They were walking cautiously and milled 
around in front of me for a few minutes. They disap¬ 
peared from sight for a few minutes then came back 
into me from the left with seven does in the bunch. 

Again they milled around in front about fifteen 
yards away. The largest of the lot would stand and 
look at me for a while, decided I was no threat, and 
continued to putter around. The herd went to the 
right and out of sight for a short time and then ap¬ 
peared again and walked over in front of me, now 
:here were ten of them. Finally they walked to my 
right and went up the ridge. Unknown to me, sitting! 
just below on the culvert side of the hemlocks was Bil¬ 
ly Colson. Evidently the deer wanted to go through 
the culvert area, but Billy's scent was preventing 
hem from doing so. 

I finally walked out to the wood road and bumped 
into Martin Tomaszewski from Adam Street, 
Agawam, dragging a nice fat 3-pointer buck. He told 
me that he had scouted the area the day before, had 
?een the buck running with a group of does, and had 
gone back to the same location in the morning. The 
same group of deer came into him. 

In the meantime, Mark Colcombe, who had come 
in with Bert Montagna and had been placed in a loca- 
on by Herm Mutti downed a nice eight-point buck 
that field dressed out at 146 pounds.

Westfield Savings 
Shows Annual Gain 


Total assets of the Westfield Savings Bank for the 
fiscal year ending October 31, 1980, were a record 
SI52.7’ million. President Arthur W. Knapp told the 
bank's board of trustees during their annual meeting 
at Dario's Restaurant.
